TO OWNERS OF LIBERTY BONDS 


We have been advised by the United 
States Treasury department that on 
March 31, 1921, thousands of owners 
of Liberty bonds had failed to cash 
coupons due at various times prior to 
that date, as a result of which interest 
amounting to $83,165,867.35 and be¬ 
longing to owners of these securities 
is still in the hands of the Treasury 
department instead of in the posses¬ 
sion of those owning coupons which 
were due but not presented for pay¬ 
ment up to thaffflate. 

We presume that failure to •collect'' 1 ' 
this interest is due either to ignorance 
or carelessness in not presenting the 
coupons at the time they were due, 
but more probably to the failure to 
present temporary bonds, on which all 
coupons should have been cashed, in 
exchange for new bonds with full sets 
of coupons running to maturity. 

You will render real service by call¬ 
ing this situation to the attention of 
any people whom you know to be the 
owners of Government securities, par¬ 
ticularly in cases where you are em¬ 
ployers of labor either in small or 
large numbers; and in such cases we 
might suggest that you post a notice 
in your plants or places of business 
calling the attention of your employes 
to the fact that they may be over-look¬ 
ing the collection of funds which are 
due them. 

If you discover that any persons 
bonds for permanent bonds,' we sug¬ 
gest that you advise them to make 
such exchanges through their bank or 
through any responsible broker or 
other agency. 


COUNTY ORDINANCE HALTS 

COLLECTION OF GARBAGE 


Opening Day 


Ordinance No. 689, issued July 23, 
by the county supervisors, prohibits 
the collection of garbage in Sierra 
Madre, as had been arranged for, be¬ 
ginning Aug. 1. The following clause 
in the ordinance pertains to Sierra 
Mudre’s particular case: 

“Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person tto collect, receive or ob¬ 
tain any garbage for the purpose of 
dumping or depositing the same on 
any property in the county of Los An¬ 
geles outside the limits of any incor¬ 
porated city, or for the purpose of 
feeding any animals in the county of 
Los Angeles outside the limits of any 
incorporated city.” 

This will, for the present, prohibit 
the city trustees from entering into 
a contract with the gentlemen from 
Monrovia, but those in charge have 
another plan which will, within a few 
weeks take care of the garbage situa¬ 
tion.

of April 22, 1889. Troops were ; 
placed on guard to prevent any i 
settlers entering before that time j 
for more than 100,000 “boomers” j 
as they were called, came from j 
all over the country to obtain . 
farms or places for business. On 
the stroke of the hour, bugles 
sounded and the mad rush by 
men, women and children to lo¬ 
cate claims began. The govern¬ 
ment had arranged land officers 
at many places at which claims 
could be filed for the farms or 
city lots, and all that day these 
were besieged by fighting mobs 
to register their selections. Be¬ 
fore nightfall hundreds of farms 
were staked out and Oklahoma 
City and Guthrie were well on 
their way to become cities. 

Thus was developed this re¬ 
gion which came into the pos¬ 
session of the United States as 
a part of the Louisiana Purchase 
in 1803 and which was set aside 
for so many years as Indian 
country. Previous to the forma¬ 
tion of Oklahoma territory, con¬ 
gress had forbidden white set¬ 
tlers in this part of the country, 
and this edict was enforced by 
federal troops. As the demand 
for more land was felt and as the 
Indians decreased in numbers, 
Indian territory was added to 
Oklahoma territory, and in 1907 
It was admitted to the Union as 
the State of Oklahoma, adding 
another star to our flag, which 
for eleven years had contained 
forty-five. The state has flour¬ 
ished to such an extent that it 
has ten presidential electors,

many of the older states of 
larger size.
